“tees . . . The committees shall. be composed of representa- 
tives of management and an equal number of non-management . 6. 
‘employees or their representatives." In section 1-401 of 


this EO, the Secretary of Labor is authorized to conduct 


unannounced inspections of any federal agency work place if 


an agency does not have an Occupational Safety and Health 
Committee. We have also reviewed proposed changes to Title ~ 
29 of the Code of Federal Regulations, Part 1960, which 
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stipulates that committees must be certified by the Secretary 


. of Labor. 93 _ 


'.2. To insure Agency. compliance with Executive Order 
12196 and proposed 29 CFR 1960, I ask that you nominate, in 
writing, two employees to represent your office on the 


_ Agency's Safety Committee. One nominee should represent 


management and have sufficient authority to assist in formu- 
lating and implementing safety and health policy for the 
Agency. The second-nominee should represent your employees 


and preferably be a non-management employee. In discussions 


recently with Associate Deputy Directors, we agreed that. 
a person at the Directorate Executive Officer level or 
equivalent would be appropriate for the management member. 
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3. The Offices of Communications, General Counsel, 
Logistics, Medical Services, Personnel Policy, Planning, 
and Management, and Security each has been requested to 


“nominate an individual to serve as a Pechnrcat aqvisor.
